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City To Seek Injunction Against 
the EDS Injection Well Facility 


Concerned residents filled the Romu- 
lus High School auditorium on Wednes- 
day, October 13, when Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) hosted a 
public meeting to discuss its Class | deep 
disposal well and answer questions 
posed by members of the community. 

Present at the meeting were EDS 
president and CEO Douglas F. Wicklund, 
several EDS staff members, representa- 
tives of the United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (USEPA) and Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources 
(MDNR), and a geology professor from 
Western Michigan University. Also in at- 
tendance — but not part of the panel 
which addressed residents’ questions — 
were Robin Marshall, district manager 
for US Congressman William D. Ford; 
Andrea Budd, legislative aide to State 
Representative Gregory Pitoniak; and 
Nancy Green, special assistant to State 


of a general overview of the 
ct, including an explanation by 
Wicklund of how Romulus was chosen 
as the well site: "The particular site for 
our Romulus facility was chosen after 
careful considerationwas givento anum- 
ber of factors, including suitable geologi- 
cal conditions; close proximity to our 
primary market area of southeastern 
Michigan; access to 'Class A' highways, 
expressways, andrailtransportation; and 
a rural industrial setting. 

"Inorder to confirm ourown in-house 
geological studies," Wicklund continued, 
"we commissioned the geological de- 
partment of the University of Michigan to 
perform an in-depth geological environ- 
mental impact study of our proposed 
site, which included in its area of review 
allof Wayne County, eastern Washtenaw, 
and northern Monroe counties. The pur- 
pose of the study was to demonstrate 
that deep injection at the proposed site 
would not endanger potential sources of 
underground drinking water.” 

After holding up a hefty publication 
which documented the study's findings, 
Wicklund summarizedthose findings with 
a brief quote from the University report: 
"The porosity and thickness of the pro- 

posed injection zone are appropriate for 
injection of liquid waste, and there are 
sufficient confining layers above the pro- 
posed injection zone to prevent vertical 
migration of fluids." | 

The formal presentation was followed 
by a lengthy question-and-answer ses- 
sion whose mostly orderly proceedings

were punctuated by occasional emo- 


tional outbursts. Questions and com- 


_ ments touched on a variety of subjects, 


. . . . : 


including: 

e the residents’ belief that adequate 
measures were not taken to inform 
them about the project when it was 
still in the proposal stage, as well as 
their dismay that neither they nor their 
city officials had been given a voice in 
the decision to locate the disposal 
well in Romulus; 

e what emergency and cleanup mea- 
sures would be taken in the event of 
an accident either above or below 
ground; 

e whowouldbe heldfinancially respon- 
sible for any costs incurred from con- 
tamination due to leakage or other 
accidents; 

e what funds the City can expect to 
realize from EDS through tax monies 
and royalty payments (if any); and 

e what residents can do to prevent the 
well's operation. 

Addressing the first of these con- 
cerns, Councilman Ellis Pennington told 


this deep well was first discussed with 
the City Council — yes, | knew about it 
three years ago; it was printed in your 
local paper, it was printed in two of the 
local papers— nobody said anything about 
it. Now, I've been on the City Council a 
long time, and most of the things that the 
people are upset with, | get the calls — 
and | do my best to represent the people 
when | get the calls. But not one person 
in this three years approached me per- 
taining to this." 

But Pennington then stressed his 
belief that, even if he had received com- 
plaints, City Council would have been 
powerless to do anything about them: 
"These permits were issued by the Fed- 
eral government and the State govern- 
ment... . Your city council didn't have a 
chance to vote on it." 

The only other Councilman to speak 
at the meeting was Russell Lambert, 
who reminded the audience that he had 
been against the well from the start, and 
suggested that dissatisfied citizens might 
want to seek an injunction against the 
well's operation. 

On the subject of transportation 
routes to be used by trucks delivering 
waste for disposal, EDS staff assured 
residents that all transportation guide- 
lines, including those set by the United 
States Department of Transportation 
(USDOT), would be scrupulously fol- 
lowed, and stated that the proposed route 
— |-275 to Eureka Road exit; east on 
Eureka; north on Wayne Road; west on 
Northline to Wahrman — had been cho- 
sen because it was already a well-estab-

through residential neighborhoods or 
near hospitals, schools, churches, or 
playgrounds. Also mentioned was the 
Romulus Emergency Management 
Department's participation in the excel- 
lent Hazardous Materials (Haz—Mat) pro- 
grams of the Conference of Western 
Wayne County and the Downriver Com- 
munity Conference, and the fact that 
emergency response contingency plans 
will be in place to handle a possible 
accident. (Editor's note: For more infor- 
mation about the Haz—Mat program, 
please see the article on page 5.) 

Despite these andother assurances, 
however, many residents remained un- 
satisfied, stressing that "there are no 
absolutes” in science or in life, and that, 
no matter how many precautions people 
take, accidents still may happen. 

One such resident — Steve Lew- 


kowicz — expressed his belief that legal 


action should be pursued to prevent EDS 
from operating the well, and urged con- 
cerned residents to call him (942-1928) 





or Council candidate Mary Collins (942- 
0404) to explore the possibility of band- 
ing together for this purpose. 

Taking heed of many residents’ wish 
for City Council to fight the well's opera- 
tion, despite the fact that the matter lies 
outside local government's jurisdiction, 
the Romulus City Council met on Mon- 
day, October 18, and—after convening in 
Executive Session — voted unanimously 
to _pursue an injunction against EDS. 

However, since Council's main con- 
cern is for the safety and welfare of the 
City's residents, atleast some of its mem- 
bers —including Councilman Pennington 


-— stand ready to make the best of the 


situation, even if the City is not success- 
ful in its pursuit of an injunction against 
EDS. 

"You can rest assured,” Pennington 
told The Romulus News, "that | and my 
fellow Council members willbe prepared 
to secure all safety measures possible 
with the ordinances currently in place." O

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Deep Well Disposal of Toxic Waste May Come to Romulus

It is a well-known fact that this country 


must do something about the toxic waste 


that plagues us. 

Landfills are not the answer for toxic 
waste. In fact, many landfills throughout 
the nation are causing our water to be 
contaminated because of the toxic waste 
seeping into our ground-water supply. 

What was thought to be safe 30 years 
ago, with regard to landfill areas and what 
they can accept, is now being found to be 
hazardous to our health and the health of 
our families in the future. Something must 
be done, and done in a hurry. 

The most recent innovation (one that's 
becoming more popular daily) is the deep 
well disposal method. This method has 
been used for many years in the oil indus- 
try and it has been proven to be the safest 
method of toxic waste disposal to date. 

When | was approached about this 
matter just a few days ago (actually, | have 
known about it for some time now), | asked 
many questions that were bothering me 
about deep well disposal, especially the 
deep well disposal of toxic waste. These 
wells are drilled to a depth of approxi- 
mately 5,000 feet — about 3,500 feet below 
the surface water levels. According to the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), it 
would take almost 10,000 years for any 
toxic waste to surface enough to harm our 
drinking waters. 

In an attempt to explain how these 
wells work, | am reprinting part of a bro- 
chure called "Injection Wells: An Introduc- 
tion To Their Use, Operation And Regula- 
tion” published by the Underground Injec- 
tion Practices Council in cooperation with 
the United States Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. If, after you read it, you have 
any questions, you may want to call Dou- 
glas F. Wicklund (President of Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc.) at 642- 
4214 during normalbusiness hours. (Note: 
The wells being discussed below are known 
as "Class | Injection Wells" — the type of 
well now being proposed for location on 
Wahrman Road in Romulus. 

Hazardous Class | Injection Wells 

Hazardous wastes are those indus- 
trial wastes that meet the definition in 40 

‘CFR Part 261.3 under Section 3001, of 
Subtitle C of the Solid Waste Disposal Act, 
as amended by the 1976 Resource Con- 
servation and Recovery Act. Class | haz- 
ardous waste wells are located in 15 states. 
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cated along the Texas-Louisiana Gulf Coast 
because this area offers a combination of 
Suitable injection zones and large num- 
bers of waste generators. The Great Lakes 
region also has a high concentration of 
Class | hazardous wells for the same basic 
reasons. 
Municipal Class | Injection Wells 
Municipal wastes, which are not specif- 


_ ically defined inthe federal regulations, are 


wastes associated with sewage effluent 
that has received a minimum of secondary 
treatment. Disposal of municipal (treated 
sewage effluent) waste through injection 
wells is currently practiced only in Florida. 
In Florida, this waste-disposal practice is 
chosen more and more often due to ashor- 
tage of available land, strict surface-water 
discharge limitations, extremely permea- 


ble injection zones and cost effectiveness. - 


Site Selection and Distribution 

Site selection for a Class | disposal 
well is dependent upon geologic and 
hydrogeologic conditions, and only certain 
areas are suitable. Most favorable loca- 
tions are generally in the mid-continent, 
gulf-coast, and great lakes regions of the 
country. 

The process of selecting a site for a 


Class | disposal well involves evaluating | 


many conditions. Paramount in the consid- 
eration, is the determination that the un- 
derground formations possess the natural 
ability to contain and isolate the injected 
waste. An important part of this determina- 
tion is the evaluation of the history of earth- 
quake activity. A well would not be located 
in an area of geologic instability. Also the 
existence of abandoned wells, mineral re- 
sources and underground sources of drink- 
ing water are identified and evaluated. 

Adetailed study is conducted to deter- 
mine the suitability of the underground 
formation for disposal. The receiving for- 
mation must be far below any usable ground 
waters and be separated from them by 
confining layers of rock, which prevent fluid 
migration into the ground water. The injec- 
tion zone in the receiving formation must 
be of sufficient size and have sufficient 
pore space to accept and maintain the 
injected wastes. The region around the 
well must be geologically stable, and the 
injection zone should not contain recover- 
able mineral resources such as ores, oil, 
coal, or gas. 

Abandoned wells of any type which 
penetrate the proposed injection zorie are 


investigated in an area of review within a 


specified radius of the injection well to 
assure that they were properly plugged to 
prevent escape of injected materials. 
Construction and Monitoring 
Requirements 

The primary concern in the construc- 
tion of a Class | injection well is the protec- 
tion of ground water by assuring contain- 
ment of the injected wastes through a 
multilayer protection system. A Class | 
injection well is constructed in stages, the 
first stage being the drilling of a hole to a 
depth below the lowermost USDW. A steel 
casing or surface pipe is installed the full 
length ofthe borehole andcementis placed 
outside of the casing from the bottom tothe 
top of the hole. This provides a barrier of 
steel and cement to protect drinking water. 

The second phase is to continue drill- 
ing below the surface casing down to the 
intended injection zone. A second protec- 
tive casing string is installed from the sur- 


_face down through the injection zone and 
- again cemented in place the entire length 


of the casing to seal the space outside the 
casing. A smaller pipe, called injection 
tubing, is installed inside the protective 
casing string. The tubing is secured with a 
wellhead at the surface and apacker atthe 
bottom. The space between the tubing and 
the protective casing is known as the annu- 
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Toxic waste would be 


then be dispersed through 
the "natural cavity" in the earth. 
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the well, where it would NGEEE 


Allegedly, it would be at least 10,000 years 

before any toxic waste could surface enough 

to contaminate ground-water sources. According to 
some sources, it would take an earthquake at least fifty times stronger than 
has ever occurred to move the waste material toward ground-wa 
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lus and it is filled with a noncorrosive fluid. 
The fluid in the annulus is monitored as a 
continuous check on the mechanical integ- 
rity of the downhole system. Should a leak 
develop, achange inthe annulus pressure 
would occur and the well could be shut 
down prior to contamination of a USDW. 

Class | injection wells are continu- 
ously monitored and controlled with so- 
phisticated equipment. Pressure recording 
inside and outside of the injection tubing 
and routine mechanical integrity testing of 
the components of the well insure contain- 
ment of the injected fluids. 
Closure 

When a Class | well is retired from 
service, the borehole and casing must be 
securely plugged to prevent any move- 
ment of the waste. A properly sealed well, 
using cements and other materials, perma- 
nently confines the waste within the injec- 
tion zone as well as prevents any move- 
ment of high salinity water into a USDW. 
Thus, a Class | disposal well is secured — 
not abandoned. 

Properly located, designed, con- 
structed, operated and monitored — Class 
| wells have proven to.be an environmen- 
tally and technically sound method for the 
disposal of many liquid wastes which could 
not be safely disposed of otherwise. O

An Open Letter from EDS to the 
Residents of Romulus... 


(Editor's note: The purpose of the 
"Local Commentary" column is to pro- 
vide members of the Romulus commu- 
nity with an opportunity to express their 
viewpoint on issues of interest to the 
people who live and do business here. 
Responsible spokespersons are invited 
to make use of this column at any time.

Last Wednesday evening, Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems (EDS) hosted 
an informational meeting at Romulus 
High School. The meeting was part of 
EDS's long-standing commitment to 
maintaining communication with the City 
of Romulus and its residents. 

At the meeting were representatives 
of the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (MDNR), United States Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (USEPA), 
a Ph.D. professor of geology from West- 
ern Michigan University, EDS's owner, 
andkey company staff. During the course 
of the meeting, EDS presented an over- 
view of its project, including: background 
and site selection, geological informa- 
tionandwelltechnology, regulatory over- 
sight requirements, and general operat- 
ing plans for the facility. After our presen- 
tation, which lasted 40 minutes, we an- 
swered questions and took comments 
for over three hours. We appreciated the 
opportunity to address your questions 
and concerns. We at EDS feel that the 
more residents learn about our project, 
the more they will understand that deep 
well injection represents an environmen- 

tally safe alternative for the disposal of 
"light" industrial liquid wastes which are 
comprised of approximately 95% water. 

Forthose who were unable to attend 
the meeting, | would like to present a 
brief history of the project. Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems selected its site in 
Romulus in 1990. At that time, we pre- 
sented our project to the City and its 
residents during a regularly scheduled 
Council meeting which was broadcast 
on local cable TV. The project was head- 
lined in the October 31, 1990 issue of 
The Romulus News and received exten- 

sive coverage intwo separate editions of 
The Romulus Romanin January of 1991. 
Throughout 1991, 1992, andthe first half 
of 1993, we maintained contact with the 
City of Romulus and kept officials and 
the media informed of the progress of 
our project. 

On June 23, 1993, EDS personnel 
met with officials from the City, including 
the City attorney, and informed them that 
construction of the deep well was sched- 
uled to commence late in July. EDS held 
an informational meeting on July 13 for 
members of the City Council, the Admin- 
istration, and the Planning and Zoning 
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were once again given to the local press 


and construction began on July 20, 1993. 


. |!hrough July and August, a total of four 


articles on EDS and construction of the 
well appeared in The Romulus News, 
The Romulus Roman, and The Sunday 
Eagle & Enterprise. \n addition to this 
coverage, we hosted dozens of tours at 
the site, mailed numerous information 
packets and videos to concerned citi- 
zens, and visited a number of residents 
in their homes to explain our project. 

The questions and comments which 
residents expressed atthe meeting make 
it clear that we at Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems need to do more to ex- 
plain our project. Our only business is 
the deep well injection of "light" industrial 
waste liquids. Our well is nearly one mile 
deep and waste is confined at this depth 
by thousands of feet of impenetrable 
rock. EDS believes that waste minimiza- 
tion and reduction are the first steps 
towards protecting our environment. 
Beyond these steps, it is necessary to 
provide the safest possible means of 
treatment and disposal. Deep well injec- 
tion is the most effective means of dis- 
posal as reported by the USEPA and has 
been proven safe in over four decades of 
use, according to the Texas Water Com- 
mission. In over 20 years, there have 
been no incidences of environmental 
contamination from deep wells as re- 
ported by the MDNR. 

Safety and protection of the environ- 
ment through responsible handling of 
industrial waste liquids is our number- 
one pnority at Environmental Disposal 
Systems. We are making every effort to 
design our facility to provide the greatest 
level of safety. Facility design and con- 
struction will be in strict accordance with 
all State and Federal requirements. At 
the request of the City, we purchased 
additional land to limit trucking to only 
ClassA highways using established truck 
routes and avoiding any residential ar- 
eas and railroad crossings. Procedures 
to ensure the composition of wastes re- 
ceived and compatibility with equipment 
and operations follow the very best in- 
dustry practices. Emergency Response 
and Contingency plans are being devel- 
oped in coordination with local public 
agencies and a response contract is in 
place with K&D Industrial Services, a 
premier response company located here 
in Romulus. 

Environmental Disposal Systems is 
committed to becoming a responsible 
corporate citizen inthe community. Plans 
for our facility call for enclosing all sur- 
face facilities and construction of an at- 
tractive, modern office building. Romu- 
lus will benefit from the addition of payroll 
taxes, increased property taxes, and a 
royalty to be paid to the City. We are 
already using local companies as much 
aS. possible. ah: - City. residents will*be

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Haz—Mat Team Ready for Trouble 


By Margaret Leduc, director, Romulus 
Emergency Management Department 

From industrial chemicals and toxic 
waste to household detergents and air 
fresheners, hazardous materials are part 
of our everyday lives, affecting urban, 
suburban, and rural areas. Hazardous- 
materials incidents can range from a 
chemical spill on a highway to ground- 
water contamination by naturally occur- 
ring methane gas. 

The more we know about potential 
chemical hazards in our area, the better 
equipped the City of Romulus and you 
can be to make wise decisions about 
how hazardous materials and possible 
incidents will be managed. 

The Chemical Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation estimates that, in an average 
year, one out of every three trains and 
one out of every 10 trucks is carrying 
hazardous materials. Knowledge of 
chemical hazards, employee safety train- 
ing, proper use and storage of hazard- 
ous materials, and proper emergency 
response actions will help us minimize 
unnecessary incidents and exposure. 

The City of Romulus has been work- 
ing diligently to address all issues re- 
garding the use and handling of hazard- 
ous material. We have worked with manu- 
facturing facilities to train their employ- 
ees on what to do if there are any prob- 
lems. The City has also developed emer- 
gency response plans for these facilities. 

Some time ago, the City entered into 
agreements with the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne County, consisting of 22 com- 
munities, and also with the Downriver 
Community Conference, consisting of 
18 communities. Belonging to these or- 
ganizations allows us to form mutual aid 
agreements with the fire and police de- 
partments. This expands resources avail- 
able to respond to emergencies. Also, 
the fire departments have formed spe- 
cial Hazardous Material Emergency Re- 
sponse teams. 

Inthe Western Wayne County Team, 
there are 48 members trained to respond 
to incidenis. Intheir coverage area, there 
are four expressways, two major airports, 
numerous railroads and underground 
pipelines, plus several facilities. Their 
response vehicles are an equipment truck 
and a Mobile Command Post Vehicle. 
The Downriver Team has 27 members

trained to respond. In their coverage 

area, there are three expressways, a 

major waterway, a major international 

airport, and numerous underground pipe- 
lines. Their response vehicles are simi- 
larly equipped. 

The Romulus police and fire depart- 
ments have had extensive training and 
know how to respond to all types of 
incidents. They have done exercises with 
all emergency responding agencies in 
the City, County, and State, and have 
identified hazardous transport routes and 
people who would be affected by an 
incident. They are constantly upgrading 
theirknowledge, training, and equipment 
to be prepared for unknown incidents. 
Some Emergency Actions That Your 
Family May Need To Consider 

lf you're toldto protect your breathing: 
e cover your nose and mouth with a 

damp towel or other cloth; 

e close the windows and doors if you 
are in a building or a car; and 

e turnoffheating, cooling, or ventilation 
systems such as window/room fans. 

If you're toldto shelter in place (some- 
times sheltering in place is better than 
trying to evacuate in the event of a haz- 
ardous release): 

° go inside if you are outside; when 
inside, stay there until local officials 
Say that you can leave safely; 

¢ close all doors and windows; and 

* to minimize exposure, turn off heat- 
ing, cooling, or ventilation systems 

_ such as window/room fans. 

Actions To Avoid During Community 

Emergencies | 

¢ Do not listen to rumors. Esseniial 
emergency information and directions 
will be given by authorized sources. 

© Do not use the telephone. The lines 
will be needed for official emergency 
business. 

e Donotgoto the schoolto pick up your 
childrenunless specifically instructed 
todo so. They willbe safe with school 
officials who are prepared to take 
special care of them. Should you try 
to go to their school, it may only cause 
traffic problems and hamper the ac- 
tions that school officials need to take.

“Hallowccn Safety Tips 


¢ Start out safe, with safe costumes. According to the National Safety Council, most Halloween 
accidents are caused by falls. Check to make sure that children can walk easily and move freely, 
without tripping over dragging hems or getting tangled in their costumes. Have children wear 
comfortable shoes when trick or treating. 
¢ Light colors are more visible in the dark. Tape or sew reflective tape onto their costumes to 
increase visibility. | 
¢ Avoid masks. They can too easily obscure vision and cause accidents. Instead, your child will 
enjoy creative makeup or "face painting." Make sure to choose makeup labeled "non toxic." Fasten 
_all wigs, hats or head pieces securely on your child's head, so they can't slip over the face. 
¢ Provide a Trick or Treat bag with reflective stickers that glow in the dark. | 
e Never allow children under the age of twelve to go trick or treating without an adult. Accompany 
them yourself, or send your children with a trusted neighbor or friend. 
¢ Forolder children, make sure they trick or treatin agroup. Have your children draw you their route 
— keep acopy for yourself and have them take a copy. Do not allow them to deviate from this route. 
Give firm instructions about any potential hazards along the route, such as empty houses or vacant 
lots, and allow children to go only to houses that are brightly lighted. 
° Set a time for older children to be back home. Make sure they have a watch and stick to the rule. 
° Never allow children to go into anyone's house, unless they know them very well, while waiting 
for a treat. 
° Send children trick or treating with a flashlight. 
¢ Make sure children understand and follow all traffic safety 
rules, Such as crossing at corners and waiting at green lights. 
° Make one iron clad rule — no matter what age, have children 
/| bring all treats home before eating them. Check treats carefully. 
i Discard allhomemade treats and fruit. Save only treats wrapped 





and sealed by the company that made them. Check to make 
sure no packaging has been damaged or broken. (Help children 
keep this rule by giving out a special treat at home, before trick 
or treating.) 
¢ Keep your own home safe for trick or treaters, by keeping it

The City of Romulus mourns the 
passing of one of its most prominent 
citizens, Joseph John Crova, who died 
on October 18,,1993, at the age of 78. 

Joseph, who was bornin Kearsarge, 
Michigan, on June 2, 1915, first came to 
Romulus that same year. He owned and 
operated Crova Sales and Service from 
1939 until his official retirement.in 1972, 
when sons William and John took over 
the reins. From then on, Joseph spent 
his summers in Romulus, often helping 
his sons with the business, but spent his 
winters enjoying the warm weather of 
Florida. 

Joseph hada long and distinguished 
career of community service. The former 


police chief and Township constable (an 
elected post which he held for 16 years) 
also served as fire chief from 1941 to 
1972. Over the course of those 31 years, 
Joseph was a primary force inthe Romu- 
lus Fire Department's formation, helping 
it grow from nothing to an organization 
whose basic structure remains essen- 
tially the same today. His dedication to 
the position was truly remarkable: For 
instance, during his years as fire chief, 
he assumed the responsibility of an- 
swering the Fire Department's phone on 
a 24-hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week, 
365-days-per-year basis — at no charge 
to the Township/City. (After his retire- 
ment, four full-time dispatchers had to be 
employed to perform the same job.) In 
1980, when the new fire station was built 
on Northline at Huron River Drive, itwas 
named in his honor. 

Joseph was also active, at one time, 
withthe Romulus Jaycees, as wellas the 
St. Aloysius Ushers Club and Festival 
Committee. 

Joseph is survived by his wife, Freda 
L. (Zakolski) Crova, whom he married on 
February 22, 1941, at St. Stephen Church 
(New Boston, Ml); his two sons; one 
sister, Melvin (Mary) Charette (Romulus, 
Ml); andfour grandchildren, Mary, Karen, 
Joseph, and James. His brother William 
preceded him in death in the late 1920s.
